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One  hundred  and  nine  babies  were  born  to  Westbury  parents  during  the  year.  Of 
these  only  twenty-six  were  born  at  home,  the  rest  in  various  maternity  Hospitals. 
There  are  some  good  reasons  for  hospital  confinement  -  the  age  of  the  mother,  the 
number  in  her  family,  her  present  or  past  illness,  or  housing  conditions.  I  doubt 
if  these  reasons  justify  75^  of  the  babies  being  born  in  hospital.  Examination  of 
the  details  leaves  me  in  no  doubt  that  the  more  intelligent  mothers  are  having 
their  confinements  at  home.  Why  do  these  intelligent  women  do  this?  A  glance  at 
a  later  page  showing  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  will  show  that  no  case  of 
puerperal  pyrexia,  that  is  fever  after  child-birth,  has  occurred  in  Westbury  during 
the  past  ten  years.  The  streptococcus,  the  germ  which  causes  fever,  is  no  longer 
the  accoucheur’s  greatest  enemy.  The  staphylococcus  has  taken  the  place  of  the 
streptococcus  and  after  an  infection  with  the  staphylococcus,  the  brunt  is  born  by 
the  child  rather  than  by  the  mother,  moreover,  these  infections  are  very  difficult 
to  clear  up  and  an  infected  baby,  after  being  brougtt  home  from  hospital,  usually 
infects  other  members  of  the  family.  It  is  for  this  reason  you  will  have  read  in 
the  press  that  maternity  hospitals  have  often  been  closed.  In  my  opinion  the 
proper  place  for  a  baby  to  be  born  in  these  days  is  at  home.  Domiciliary  maternity 
services  have  much  improved  in  recent  years  and  I  advise  all  mothers-to-be  in 
Westbury  to  take  advantage  of  these  services.  They  need  not  fear  danger  in  seeking 
to  have  a  home  confinement.  The  Doctor  in  charge  of  the  case  will  always  arrange 
admission  to  hospital  if  he  thinks  such  admission  necessary.

PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  nearest  centre  which  keeps  emergency  supplies  of  sera  for  the  treatment  of 
anthrax,  botulism  and  snake-bite  is:-

Special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by  the 
South  Ne stern  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Claverton  Dov/n  Hospital,  Bath.  This 
hospital  also  holds  anti-anthrax  serum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatment 
of  patients  sensitive  to  penicillin. 

Organophosphorus  Poisoning* 

Certain  insecticides  contain  organophosphorus  poisons,  e.g.  parathion. 
Treatment  is  by  pyridine-2-aldoxine  methiodide  (PAN). 

A  small  supply  of  PAN  is  available  in  the  Royal  Infirmary  Pharmacy  (Tel. 
Bristol  22041). 

An  emergency  service  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  organophosphorus 
insecticide  poisoning  is  also  provided  by  the  medical  Division,  C.D.E.E., 

(l.Iinistry  of  Supply),  Porton,  u'ilts.  (Tel.  Idmiston  21 1).

The  Nestbury  figures  have  at  last  taken  a  turn  resembling  the  National 
figures  and  there  were  fewer  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  than 
at  any  time  in  the  previous  ten  years.  The  disease  is  still  assiduously  sought 
for  by  the  Chest  Physicians,  Family  Doctors,  and  myself  wherever  as  open  case 
is  discovered  in  the  community.  The  number  of  non-pulmonary  cases  was 
exaggerated  at  the  beginning  of  the  ten  years  shown,  by  a  number  of  children 
infected  through  consumiagraw  milk.  I  think  it  is  now  appreciated  in  Uestbury 
that  the  only  safe  milk  to  drink  is  pasteurised  milk.  Another  factor  which  is 
most  important  in  the  control  of  tuberculosis  is  good  housing,  and  I  am  grateful 
to  the  Council  for  the  fact  that  I  have  never  made  an  application  for  rehousing 
on  behalf  of  a  tuberculous  case  which  has  been  refused.

The  figures  for  vaccination  against 
smallpox  slowly  improve,  and  I  trust  parents  will  pay  equal  attention  in  this 
natter  cij  for  dipntaeria  immunization.  After  the  child  has  been  immunized  in 
infancy  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  they  should  seek 
vaccination  against  smallpox  for  the  child*  mention  of  tetanus  immunization 
orings  to  mine  tnat  tne  County  Council  have  now  made  arrangements  for 
immunization  against  this  disease.  Since  the  Urban  District  is  rural  in 
character,  I  strongly  advise  all  parents  to  take  advantage  of  this. 


Protection  against  poliomyelitis  is  also  offered  to  the  community  but  no 
figures  are  available  from  the  County  Council  to  show  how  many  of  the  local 
community  have  been  vaccinated. 
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There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  District  but  all  precises 
concerned  v/ith  food  production  and  the  sale  of  food  have  been  subject  to 
regular  inspection,  /.s  a  result  cf  inspection,  the  windows  of  one  bakery 
were  fitted  with  fly  screens  and  in  a  shop  where  open  food  v/c  s  being  sold,  a 
salesman  was  restrained  from  smoking.

Housing. 

During  the  yerr  4  private  enterprise  dv/ellings  v/ere  completed. 

9  Hutment  dv/ellings  at  Penleigh  Grove  v/ere  found  to  he  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  v/ere  not  relet.  The  huts  v/ere  stripped  of  all  fixtures  and  fittings 
and  2  huts  v/ere  sold.  4  Hutment  dv/ellings  v/ere  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  at  Eden  Vale  and  v/ere  not  relet. 

Slum  Clearance. 


Mo  action  was  taken  during  the  year.  This  was  due  to  two  reasons,  firstly  the 
Council  had  no  building  programme,  and  secondly,  it  was  felt  that  any  Council  Houses 
falling  vacant  should  be  used  for  the  rehousing  of  people  at  present  in  hutted 
dwe 1 1 ings . 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  Slag  Lane  Tip  continues  to  be  shared  with  the  IJelksham  Urban  District 
Council . 


During  the  year  a  visit  was  paid  to  the  Tip  by  an  Insect  Inspector  from  the 
Regional  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  who  gave  advice 
on  the  control  of  flies. 

Late  in  the  autumn  the  Council  received  delivery  of  a  new  Karrier  10/l2  cu.yard 
Junior  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  together  with  a  4~2  cu.  yard  Transport  V, 
Fronted  Salvage  Trailer,  the  general  purpose  lorry  being  taken  in  part  exchange. 

A  total  of  nearly  17  tons  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  was  collected  baled 
and  sold  for  £120  during  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Sewage  Rorks  at  Frogmore  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  at  up  to 
three  times  the  dry  weather  flow.
